6, S.] [Published Feb 6, 1901,
CHAPTER 5. .

AN ACT to appropriate a sum of money for the purchase of
chairs for the use of the senate chamber.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and
assembly, do enact as follows:

Superintendent of public property to make purchase. SecTION
1. The superintendent of public property is hereby instructed
and authorized, by and with the advice of the committee on
state affairs of the scnate, to purchasc suitable chairs for the
senators and officers of the senate, to be used in and about the
scnate chamber.

Appropriating clanse. Sgcrtion 2. There is hereby appro-
priated, out of any fund not otherwise appropriated, the sum
of five hundred dollars, or so much thereof as may be neces-
sary to carry out the provisions of said section.

Secrron 3. This act shall take effcet and be in force from
and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 6.

AN ACT changing the times of holding general terms of the
circuit court in and for Waushara county in the scventh ju-
dicial circuit.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in scnale and
assembly, do enact as follows:

When terms to be held. Skcrioxn 1. The general terms of
the circnit eourt for Waushara county, in the seventh judicial
circuit, shall hereafter be held as follows: On the last Monday
in April, and on the third Monday in September, in each year.
